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Withdraws Addition Request

The South Church petition for a reduc- 
tion in the number of required parking 
spaces for an addition at 41 Central St. 
was met by numerous arguments from 
abuttors at the Zoning Board of Appeals 


hearing last Thursday night, and was 
then withdrawn by the church during the 
board’s deliberation meeting on Satur- 


day. 
David Corbett, moderator and chair- 
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man of the Church Council, which rep- 
resents the congregation, commented 
that the petition was withdrawn in order 
to “‘revise it to better respond to several 
concerns of the board,’”’ and added that 
“‘Tts our intent...to be sure to include the 
concerns of the neighbors, go beyond our 
own needs and address some, but not all, 
of the concerns the neighbors voiced (at 
the ZBA hearing).”’ 

Corbett added that he is unsure about 

when a revised petition will be submitted 
to the board, considering the logistics of 
meeting with neighbors to address their 
concerns. “We’re going to re-submit 
quickly, but make suré that we fully in- 
volve the neighbors.”’ 
By the time the petitioners and abuttors 
each had the opportunity to present their 
side of the issue on Thursday, the hear- 
ing had stretched to more than two hours 
with nine other petitions on the agenda 
still to be heard. 

Church representative Doug Bate, af- 
ter presenting a history of the church 
since its establishment in 1711, explained 
that they are currently using five class- 
rooms at St. Augustine’s for Sunday 
school classes that they do not currently 
have enough space for. In addition, a 
number of their present classrooms are 
shared by classes at different levels, 
making it difficult to educate students 
properly. Thus, said Bate, about 10 new 
classrooms are necessary. 

A need for office space was also ex- 
pressed along with a desire to meet the 
needs of the handicapped and elderly 
with an elevator that could rise three 
floors to allow attendance of those indi- 
viduals in some areas of the present 
structure. 

The addition would consist of a base- 
ment and three above-ground floors. The 
basement would be used for youth 
groups, the first floor for offices and the 
second and third floors for classroom 
space. 

Bate answered ‘“‘use concerns,” stat- 
ing that no space in the new building 
would be used for commercial gain and 
would not be rented out, although space 
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may be lent to local community groups. 

He also commented that they would 
not be opening a daycare center, since it 
would not allow them to educate atten- 
dees in a manner acceptable to the 
church. They would, however, like to run 
a small nursery school at some later 
date. 

In reference to concerns about youth 
groups congregating in the new building 
on Friday evenings, Bate commented 
that such a group has been meeting at 
the church for the last year and that 
there had been no trouble. 

The building addition itself, 21,000 
square feet, would meet all zoning re- 
quirements, and bring the church’s 
space to a total of 45,000 square feet 
when added to the present 24,000 square 
foot structure. 

The parking requirements of the by- 
law is what brought the church before 
the board. 

With a capacity of 1,088 in the new ad- 
dition, the by-laws would require 272 
parking spaces. The church currently 
has only 19. 

Bate contended that the building would 
never at any one time be filled to capaci- 
ty, and except for Sunday mornings, 
when classes are held, there would 
usually be fewer than 25 people in the 
addition at any one time. Thus, the

Begins New Luncheon Series

The Andover Historical Society initiates a 
brand new series on Thursday, Jan. 22, at noon 
to reach out to those who may never have visited 
the society before. 

The series, also intended to appeal to those 
who are unable to attend evening programs, be- 
gins with a luncheon lecture-discussion led by 
Barbara Thibault. Participants are asked to 
bring their lunches. Coffee and dessert will be 
provided. 

The subject of this first program is ‘‘Main 
Street Circa 1900.” The slide-tape show provides 
fascinating glimpses into the life of downtown 
Andover at the turn of the century. For instance, 
what did they do with all that snow before the 
invention of the truck-driven plow and sander? 
Teams of up to 100 men shoveled the snow into 
horse-drawn sleighs called pungs which then 
drew their heavy loads to the Shawsheen River 
or a dump. 

Such a labor-intensive system cost money, 
however, and when the superintendant of streets 
became aggrieved by townspeople’s criticism of 
the cost of snow removal, he let the products of 
the next storm just sit there until he was begged 
to relent. 

In 1900, Andover had a population of about 
7,000. The school budget was $25,000 and the tax 
rate $15 per $1000 of assessed valuation. You 
couldn’t buy a drink—it was illegal—but the

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Financial Aid Still Available 


Financial aid is still available for students 
taking classes beginning later this month at 
Northern Essex Community College, according 
to Dr. Richard Pastor, Northern Essex’s direc- 
tor of financial aid and special services. 

While the deadline to apply for a Pell Grant 
for this academic year is not until May 1, Pastor 
encourages anyone interested to apply earlier, 
since the earlier the application is processed the 
sooner the financial aid will be awarded. 

Northern Essex also still has funds available 
for students through the Massachusetts Part- 
Time student Aid Program and the College 
Work Study Program. The part-time student aid 
program, offered for the first time this year, 
provides financial assistance to students who 
are attending college part-time with special con- 


sideration for students taking one course. The 
College Work Study Program provides students 
with part-time campus jobs earning approxi- 
mately $4 an hour. 

Students interested in applying for a Guar- 
anteed Student Loan will have to complete a fi- 
nancial aid form as part of the application 
procedures, but banks will allow application for 
a loan through the end of April, according to 
Pastor. 

The Office of Financial Aid will assist students 
in applying for aid and will be able to defer the 
payment of tuition and fees after determining a 
student’s eligibility. 

Anyone with questions about eligibility or ap- 
plication procedures should call the Office of F'i- 
nancial Aid. 


Andover Firm Cited By Agency 


The City of Waterbury, CT, and an Andover 
contactor have been ordered to notify the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency before under- 
taking renovation or demolition work on pro- 
jects where asbestos is removed. The city and 
its contractor, Dec-Tam Corporation, were cited 
for failing to notify EPA prior to undertaking 
asbestos removal work at 20 public schools in 
Waterbury. 

Regulations under the Clean Air Act call for 
written notice to EPA before removal of asbes- 


tos-containing materials during renovation of 
demolition projects. 

EPA Regional Administrator Michael R. Del- 
and said that ““EPA regards these types of viola- 
tions as serious, since the purpose of the 
notification requirement is to enable EPA to de- 
termine if demolition or renovation work is con- 
ducted in accordance with asbestos work 
practice standards.”’ 

Asbestos is a recognized human carcinogen 
and no safe levels are known to exist.

The church hopes to keep the greens- 
_paces on the property rather than pave 


them over and to maintain the historical 
nature of the neighborhood. An under- 
ground parking garage would not be ge! 
sible because there is a great deal of 
ledge in the area, Bate said, the blasting 
of which could cause drainage problems 
and would cost the church a prohibitive 
amount of money. 

A parking study done by the church 
showed that 94 percent of the time, 35 
parking spaces would be adequate. 

Laura Hill, a member of the town plan- 
ning staff, explained a letter forwarded 
to the ZBA by the Planning Board, which 
has continued its site review of the 
church’s plans. 

The Planning Board, according to Hill, 
is not recommending either in favor or 
against the variance. 

Hill expressed concern in reference to 
the change in direction of traffic around 
the church, commenting that the change 
would result in a blind spot. The planning 
board would also like to see the proposed 
parking spaces moved slightly to afford 
a wider access route and have a re- 
served parking plan on file. A reserved 
parking plan would set aside an area of 
land for future use as a parking area if 
ever needed. 

Pastor Paul Rhoades commented that 
the holding of classes at St. Augustine’s 
is a safety issue since children are cross- 
ing Central St. between the two estab- 
lishments. 

Brenda O’Brien, a member of a com- 
mittee on substance abuse, commended 
the church’s Alcoholics Anonymous pro- 
gram and youth activities which keep the 
young people of Andover from getting 
into trouble. 

Abuttor Virginia Riddeford, 1 Old 
South Lane, commented that “It is hard 
to see the need for 21,000 square feet (of 
building space) to bring 50 kids back

from St. A ‘s.’’ She added that 14 
feet off her lot line, she would be faced 
with a wall 38 feet high and 100 feet long. 

Lowell Rosman, 51 School St., ad- 
dressed the traffic problem, calling at- 
tention to the fact that further 
development at South Church, in con- 
junction with St. A ine’s location 
and plans for the Abbot Academy, would 
cause serious traffic and parking prob- 
lems in the area. 

Peter Adams, who lives next door to 
the Riddefords, pointed out that about 20 
square feet per student should be al- 
lotted. With 50 students, it would total 1,- 
000 square feet of space need. Add on 
room for offices and the like, he com- 
mented, and one could understand the 
need for 2,000—or even 3,000 additional 
square feet. 

It is not expansion that he and other 
area residents are against, he said, but 
the magnitude of it. Most were in favor 
of a “reasonable’’ addition to accommo- 
date classes and office space, but all felt 
that 21,000 square feet was not necessary 
and would poorly affect the amenity of 
their neighborhood.

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Selectmen Concerned About 
Abbot Building Conditions 


By Karen L. Day 


In addition to appointing one of seven 
candidates to the Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals, the Board of Selectmen discussed 
the condition of the Abbot campus, pres- 
ently owned by Phillips Academy, and 
street lighting. 

Since the Selectmen felt that all seven 
applicants for the ZBA slot were adequa- 
tely qualified, the chief concern was 
whether or not a particular candidate 
could make the time commitment nec- 
essary, since the board has been con- 
ducting meetings additional to those 
regularly scheduled in order to consider 
various applications for comprehensive 
permits. 

After interviews were conducted, Se- 
lectman William Dalton recommended 
applicant Wallace L. Bolton, 9 Arcadia 
Road, for his “background in an exec- 
utive capacity and decision making, ded- 
ication and time.’ Bolton was the 
president of a family business in Law- 
rence before his retirement and has lived 
in Andover for more than 22 years. 


During his interview, Bolton com- 
mented that he is an independent person 
who feels that the ZBA should offer con- 
sistency above all in their rulings. 

Chairman Charles Wesson encouraged 
the other applicants to seek positions on 
other boards or in any other type of town 
service, saying that everyone had such 
strong backgrounds and interests that it 
was difficult to chose one over another. 

At the outset of the discussion regard- 
ing the Abbot campus, Selectman John 
Scileppi commented that he had ‘‘started 
to question the safety of those build- 
ings,” especially since part of one build- 
ing is used as a day care center. He 
added that he felt that Phillips Academy, 
which owns the property, has a ‘‘respon- 
siblity to keep it in a state of repair.” 

Building Inspector Sam DeSalvo pre- 
sented photgraphs of the buildings in 
question, stating that the location of the 
day care center is safe, although the 
building is connected to Draper Hall, an 
old dorm, which does not have adequate 


safety features to be inhabitable. As an 
uninhabited structure, Draper Hall 
meets all requirements, said DeSalvo. 

Fire Chief Harold Hayes commented 
that his department would be unable to 
do any interior firefighting in the wood- 
interiored, brick-exteriored building, 
saying that it would be the same situa- 
tion as the recent fire in Fall River. 
‘“‘We’d never be able to save that build- 
ing,”’ he commented. 

Hayes stated that it was his depart- 
ment which requested that the windows 
of the building be boarded up and the 
stairways blocked. This, he hoped, would 
discourage anyone from entering the 
building and possibly setting a fire. The 
department is concerned with the possi- 
blity that a fire in Draper Hall could 
spread into the adjacent day care center. 

DeSalvo commented that when he 
made his decision to allow the day care 
center, he felt that it would be safe when 
one considered the fact that the center is 
located on the first floor, is open only

Potpourri 


This week some commentary on a variety of 
items, beginning with the prospects of an inter- 
esting municipal election. 

As of this week there were a number of people 
indicating an interest in campaigning for either 
selectmen or school committee. 

True, this year there are vacancies in both 
seats, which of course, always spurs interest. But 
that there is interest is a good sign based on the 
fact that in recent years the annual town election 
has been devoid of any activity. 

Voters have stayed away from the polls in 
droves as incumbents sought re-election uncon- 
tested. 


Early indications now are that this year will be 
different and if nothing else, we may wind up 
with over a thousand voters visiting the polls on 
election day for the first time in several years. 

There is still sufficient time for others to get 
into the swing of things and obtain nomination 
papers for any of the offices available this year. 
Public service can be difficult at times and often 
time consuming, but it is likewise rewarding be- 
ing able to contribute something to the progress 
of one’s community. 


Along the same lines on the local scene, this 
year’s annual town meeting does not seem to of- 
fer much alluring controversy, based on a curso- 
ry glance at the warrant in its preliminary phase. 

There are such things as disposition of the old 
town hall, some multi-family zoning issues, 
acquisition of property by the Conservation Com- 
mission, primarily for watershed protection. 

Then there are the usual warrant insertions by 
John Doyle, who manages annually to ask voters 
to accept his version of how town meeting should 


be run, as well as continuing his effort to over- 
turn a County Commission acceptance of Whis- 
pering Pines Way. 

No doubt this activity will produce the usual 
verbal exchange between Doyle and the modera- 
tor, with interpretations from town counsel. It 
will be, as usual, time consuming, yet a brief 
relief from the municipal business at hand. 

While the overall warrant does not appear to 
contain much controversy, there will no doubt be 
something which will capture the attention of 
some residents between now and when the gavel 
sounds opening the annual session. 

It has been traditional that every year there 
appears a ‘sleeper’ item in the warrant which 
creates sufficient interest to lure the electorate to 
the annual forum. 

This year, we trust, will be no different. 

Finally, wouldn’t it be nice if we all had control 
of our salary destiny in like manner as those pub- 
lic servants known as congressmen and state leg- 
islators. 

At the federal level, the annual budget contains 
a healthy pay raise for representatives and sen- 
ators. It is positioned in such a way that passage 
of the budget itself will result in their increased 
salaries. 

And, at the state level, our representatives and 
senators will be able to increase their annual in- 
come this year through a deft bypassing of the 
law which prohibits such action.

don’t. He added that Phillips is also very 
» concerned about the safety of the build- 
ing and has been looking at development 
options. 
Scileppi commented that two of three 
proposals for the structure have stated 
that the present structure would need to 
be torn down. “I think the town has been 
very patient,” he added, stating that 
there has been a new proposal for the 
building every two years for the last 
eight, since Phillips bought it. 
Cullin contended that there has been 
progress made. Abbot Hall is now occu- 
. pied by the Northeast Document Center 
and there is the day care center adjacent 
to Draper Hall. The school is looking for 
other such situations for Draper itself. 

Scileppi asked that DeSalvo and Hayes 
work with Phillips in order to keep the 
structure as safe as possible and Silver- 
man asked that an alarm be installed to 
keep intruders out. 

Dalton came to the aid of Phillips, 
commenting that part of the problem 
with proposals is that they must receive 


a two-thirds vote at town meeting and 
“they’re not going to get it,”’ he said. 

DeSalvo then commented that he 
wasn’t sure whether or not he should al- 
low the day care center to continue oper- 
ation, but was told by Mahony that the 
decision was his, not the Selectmen’s. 
‘“You can’t ask the Selectmen to take the 
responsibility of the decision,” he said. 

The final outcome of the discussion 
was to direct safety officials to work out 
the best possible safety situation with 
Phillips until another solution can be 
found. 

In another discussion, this one about 
street lighting, Mahony commented that 
the cost of one light was nothing, but 
when one adds the cost of ten together, it 
gets expensive. 

Silverman suggested that the town 
purchase five street lights each year and 
then decide where they are most needed. 
Dalton agreed, stating that ‘‘there must 
be levels of need for a light...we’re talk- 
ing about public safety.”’

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Planners Review 70-unit Condo 
Development For Argilla Road 


By Karen L. Day 


The Planning Board Tuesday night conducted a site 
plan review of the proposed “‘Abbot’s Pond’’ 70-unit condo- 
minium development of Picwel Builders. 

The developers have petitioned the Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals for a ive permit for the property which 
is located on Argilla Road near the intersection of And- 

over St. The Planning Board is reviewing the plans in 
order to provide the ZBA with a recommendation when 
7 a public hearing on the issue Thursday, Jan. 22. 

development will include the creation of a street, 
accessed from Andover St.,; which will have three sepa- 
rate cul de sacs. The centerline of the new street will be 
215 feet down Andover St. from the centerline of Argilla 
Road 


The housing units will all be located on 9.17 acres of the 
property, (Parcel A), on one side of Road. On the 
other side of Argilla Road is the old Sid White property, 
(Parcel B), 6.37 acres, which will consist of recreation 
facilities and open space. 

Parcel A includes the area where the geese and Rose 
Glen Dairy customers congregate. Picwel intends to leave 
this area in its present condition and will screen between 
it and the condominiums. 

The small pond on the opposite corner of Argilla Road, 
on Parcel B, will act as a drainage retention pond. An 
eight-inch pipe will be run through the development to 
connect the two already on either end of the property. This 
pipe will drain water from the development into the reten- 
tion area. From there, a 36-inch pipe will run the water 
into the town drainage system to the Shawsheen River. 

Board member Donald Ellsworth expressed concern 
about the drainage because Argilla Road, at the point 
which separates the two ponds, often floods. 

Paul Ferrante, representing Picwel, contended that the 


‘development would not affect that condition in either a 


positive or negative way. 
Ferrante commented that Picwel has designed drain- 


“age plans to compensate for the development, including 


the enlargement of the drainage detention area and the 
insertion of a concrete headwall. If the developer were to 
construct an additional culvert, he added, it would either 
have to be located in the area where the geese congregate 
or would lower pond elevations. 

According to the developer, present town water and 
sewage lines will be able to handle the 70 units, and 
approximately five fire hydrants will be installed. 

The developer has worked with the fire department in 
order to insure access for emergency equipment to the 
development and separated the units to allow fire equip- 
ment better access to all sides of the buildi 

Under the state regulations the developer will offer 10 
units of “low-income” housing, five of which will be 
priced at $78,500, with the other five offered at $95,000 per 


™), unit. Twelve units will be offered for sale in the ‘moder- 


ate”’ —— category at $110,000. 
The remaining 48 units will be sold at market value, 32 
for $200,000, and the remaining 16 at $240,000 per unit. 
All units, no matter which category, will range at be- 
tween 1,000 and 1,400 square feet. There will be 17 town- 
house-style buildings containing up to 10 units each. All 
buildings will contain a mix of the various income groups. 
When boardmember Susan Stott asked about the c 


situation, town planner Steven Colyer answered that a 
traffic study had been commissioned, but was not yet 
complete. 

Ferrante commented that access was planned out to 
Andover St. due to traffic patterns. According to Colyer, 
incident reports show that most accidents near the pro- 
posed develpment occur at the intersection of Argilla 
Road and Andover St. with most relating to the Rose Glen 
Dairy and “geese in the road,”’ he said. 

The remaining 6.37 acre lot, (Parcel B), the Sid White

opment with strict guest rules, said Ferrante. 
Bon an abuttor brought up the subject of Sid White’s 
will, Atty. Phillips Sullivan explained that the will only 
stipulated that there be no further subdivision on the prop- 
erty, and thus, if Picwel wanted they could build condomi- 
nium units on the parcel—but won’t. ‘‘In deference to Sid 
White’s wishes and the location of his house on the prop- 
erty,” he said, ‘“‘we decided not to.” 

Chairman Michael Houghton asked about walking trail 
from the development to the recreational facilities. Fer- 
rante answered that a trail could be run behind the units, 
along the’pond, and over to Parcel B. 

John Fleming, 5 Farmland Circle, asked if anyone had 
compared the density of the development with that of the 
surrounding area. Houghton answered that although the 
development ‘“‘far exceeds, its allowed under the compre- 
hensive permit” and is not a prime criterion in evaluating 
the proposal. Ferrante added that Picwel had left as much 
open space as possible. 

Joan Epstein, 1 Homestead Circle, commented that if 
there were to be a storm like the one in 1979, the whole 
area would be flooded even more so with the development, 
but Ferrante contended that there would be no difference. 
“We know the flood elevation (for a 100 year storm) and 
will build above it.” 

Vincent Legendre, 29 Andover St., commented that his 
property line, which abuts the development, is the longest 
and asked about the screening of his property. He added 
that appraisers have told him that the value of his prop- 
erty will drop significantly if the development is allowed. 
Eighteen of the 70 proposed units will be directly along his 
lotline. 

Legendre added that, with the pond and other unbuilda- 
ble areas subtracted from Parcel A, one can figure that 
all 70 units will be located on only about five acres of land. 

Jane Legendre, also at 29 Andover St., contended that 
there was no way that the developer could screen their 
a a enough and that the side-yard setback was

Men who were required to register 
with Selective Service in 1981 will be 
turning 26 this year. Selective Service 
does not have the authority to accept 
registrations after age 26. By failing to 
register before turning 26, a young man 
will have permanently forfeited his right 
to certain benefits, including federal stu- 
dent aid, job training and federal em- 
ployment. In addition, some states 
require registration for state student aid, 
entrance to a state supported college or 
university, state employment and per- 
mission to practice law. 

For those men born in 1961 who have 
registered, 1987 marks the year that ends 
their eligibility for selection for induction 
under present law should there be a re- 
turn to the draft. 

Men age 18 to 25 who have not yet reg- 
istered still have a chance to avoid risk 
of prosecution and loss of benefits by 
registering promptly at any local post 
office. Failure to register is a felony pun- 
ishable by a fine of up to $250,000, up to 
five years in jail or both.

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Zoning Board Hears Petitions 
Seeking Relief From Bylaws 


By Karen L. Day 


In addition to the controversial South 
Church petition, the Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals held public hearings on ten other 
applications last Thursday evening. 

Gary M. Costello, 44 Vine St., peti- 
tioned the board to allow him to divide 
his lot into two separate parcels. Atty. 
John J. Cronin explained that the land is 
located in a Single Residence C district 
which requires 180 feet frontage on a 
public way. If the land were divided into 
two lots, one of them would be 4.23 feet 
short of that requirement. If located on 
the portion of Vine St. across Rte. 125, a 
Single Residence B district, only 150 feet 
of frontage would be required for each 


lot. 

Costello would like to demolish the 
house presently located on the land, di- 
vide the property and build two new 
homes. 

Abuttor Richard Marolla expressed 
concern that a private way he owns, run- 
ning from the property out to Salem St. 
would be used by the two new dwellings, 
but was assured by Cronin that that 
would not be the case. Costello would be 
willing to accept conditions limiting use 
of the private way for the lots.

ing Inspector. The decision denied the 
company the right to build a pitched roof 
the height of which would exceed the 50 
limit by 12 feet. 

The balustrade, or ‘widow's walk,”’ 
and the chimneys would also exceed the 
limit, but these types of ornamental fea- 
tures are specified as being allowed in 
the by-law. 

The petitioners contend that the 
pitched roof is also an ornamental fea- 
ture, allowed by the by-law, used to con- 
ceal mechanical equipment and add to 
the beauty of the area. 

If the board does not overrule the 
building inspector’s decision, the peti- 
tioner is asking for a variance to allow 
the roof. 

Roman Y. Gonzales, 123 Haverhill St., 
also requested that the board review a 
decision by the building inspector. Gon- 
zales tore down a “dilapidated” single- 
car garage and began to build a new two- 
car garage when it was brought to his 
attention that he would have to appear 
before the board because the home was 
an existing non-conforming structure.
